The U. S. €oast Guard is re- 
minding senior boys that the 
deadline to apply for the Col- 
еве Entrance Examination 
Board Tests, which will be the 
basis for selection of Cadets at 
the U. S. Coast Guard Aca- 
demy, is November 8, 1963. The 
CEEB tests will be given 
throughout the United States 
and abroad on December 7. 


Entrance to the Coast Guard 
Academy at New London, Cogn. 
is won through nationwide com- 
petition. There are no Congres- 
sional appoimtments and no 
geographic quotas. The CEEB 
tests will be for selecting the 
Cadet class which will report 
to the Academy in July 1984, 
to begin the four-year course. 
The Academy offers a Bache- 
lor of Science degree and a 
commission in the Coast Guard. 
This is the first year the Coast 
Guard is using the CEEB tests, 


An applicant for the Аса- 
demy must be a high school 
senior who will graduate and 
must be between 17 and 22 
years of age. Cadet candidates 
must also be U. S. Citizens, un- 
married, of good moral charac- 
ter and in excellent health. The 
Coast Guard Academy was 
founded in 1876. Enrollment is 
about 506 men.
